1. You requested that I examine CIA responsibilities for the 
implementation of the Killean Report and prepare such action as is 
necessary to insure that we at a later date do not show up in default 
of such obligations. 

E. I have set forth below what I have been able to learn by 
numerous inquiries regarding wbat the status is of the various 
items and have then attached papers for your signature which will 
make the record clear to the various components of the Agency that 
they are responsible.

k. Specific Recommendation C. 8: 

"Intelligence applications warrant an immediate program 
loading to very small artificial satellites in orbits around 
tiie earth. Construction of large surveillance satellites 
must wait upon adequate solution to some extraordinary 
technical problems in the information gathering and re- 
porting and its power of supply, and should wait upon 
development the intercontinental ballistic missile 
rocket propitiation system. The ultimate objective 
pf research development on the large satellite should 
be continuous surveillance that is both extensive and selective 
and that can give fine scale detail sufficient for the identifi- 
cation of objects (airplanes, trains, buildings) on the ground."
